REVOLUTION IN SPAIN 


Rebels Take Possession 
of Jaca. 


GOVERNOR CAPTURED. 


Government Troops Prepare to 
Face’ 1,500. Rebels. 


Hendaye, Yesterday. 


Reports that a revolt has 
broken out at the Spanish garri- 
son at Jaca, state that 1,500 men, 
assisted by armed civilians, took 
possession of the town and occu. 
pied al) strategic positions, The 
rebels then commandeered all 
motor transport and a strong re- 
bel ‘column set out in the direction 
of Huesca. A skirmish was sub- 
sequently reported with the Gov- 
ernment troops, in which numer- 
ous casualties occurred. Rebels 
captured the Governor of Huesca 
end his afde-de-camp, who ware 
en route to Jnen in senrch of 
news, also the Bishop of Jaca, 
whom they are holding as host- 
ages,

Commissioner Witnesses 
Tests in Scoutcraft. 


A TRAINING CAMP. 


Six groups of the Hong Kong 
Hoy Scouts Association took part 
in a rally held yesterday after- 
noon nt the Prayn Enst Reelama- 
tion, near Fleming Road. After 
the groups had lined up the 
Commissioner (the Rev. G. T. 
Waldegrave), in company with 
Mr. Gordon (Assistant Commis- 
sioncr for Boy Scouts at Shany- 
hai), conducted an inspection. 
This was followed by a number of 
tests in Scout craft, including fire 
lighting, cump site preparation 
and other items. Other officers 
present were Mr, C. Champkin 
(Assistant Commissioner), the 
Rey. E. A. Armstrong, (District 
Commissioner, Kowloon) and 
Lieut. C. G. H. Christian, (As- 
sistant Commissioner) as well as 
an number’ of Rover Scouts who 
helped in’ judging: After . the 
tests, an adjournment was made 
to the concert hall of the Sen- 
men’s Institutes where tea was 
served, this being: followed by a 


series of entertainments on the 
stage by cach group, denoting 
some aspeet of Scout life, 


Scouting in Shanghal, 


Addressing the muster, Mr. 
Gordon ‘spoke on Scouting in 
Shanghai, and said that they had 
i standing camp — throughout 
every summer, There. was a 
large nimber of nationalities tn 
Shanghai, and the British wero 
the first to orgunise the Scout 
movement, being followed by the 
Japanese. The latter had now 
fot bout six troops and were 
doing very well. They were fol- 
‘owed later by the. Germans, 
Russians, Koreans ‘and Ameri- 
cans, and all these troops worked 
in close harmony with the British 
Association. They had two big 
neetings every year, jamboree 
in summer and a concert in the 
td weather. Ho was very glad 
to have been with’ the Scouts 
that afternoon, and was very 
pleased with what he had seen. of 
the locat movement. (Applause), 

World Jamboree. 

The Commissioner reminded 
the boys that, the 1929 World 
Jamboree of Boy Scouts film 
would be shown locally within 
about three months’ time. (Ap- 
plause). He went on to spenk 
about Saiwan, and said that the 
Rev. N. V, Halward had been 
appointed Assistant Commission. 
er for Training of OMicers. They 
were having a preliminary train- 
ing camp in January, 1931, when 
lectures will be given to Officers, 
on the third, fourth and. fifth 
Thursday at Scout Headquarters, 
On the Inst week-end (January 
31) a camp will be held at Saiwan, 
when the practical work will be 
done. He wanted at least 12 
people who would be there per- 
manently, so that they could work 
together. 

Success of Sailwan. 

The success of Saiwan, said the 
speaker, dependyi entirely upon 
the boys, and they were not to go 
there just’ for gardening. Every 
troop had to let him know if they 
were going to Saiwan so they 
would be able to make much more 
of it than they were doing at pre- 
sent. He hoped to have a Scout- 
master out there every week-end, 
They could not have it if the 
Scouts could not obey orders.

He also hoped to have a 
museum and a bridge making ap- 
paratus, but the boys would have 
to play up and help them. On 
Boxing Day a working party 
would -go to Safwan, undor the 
Commissioney and Mr. Halward, 
for tho wholo day, as there was 
quite a lot of work to be done.

As the steamer proceeds up the 
Whampog river crowded with all 
kinds of vesuels flying the flags of 
different nationslities, one Is ree 
minded of the spectacte of: the 
shipping in the river Thames.

“Abandon Hope." 


Unless one can command very 
good business influence or intro- 
ductions in Shanghai or ts particu. 
larly fortunate there Dante's, words 
“Abandon ‘all hope ye who enter 
here" can be appropriately posted 
on large sign-boards - Jocated on 
the landing wharfs there. 

If none‘of the readers of this 
article has ever witnessed the sight 
of swarmy of Chinese—mostly 
young men—engaged in what seem- 
ed to be almost a free fight 
voviferously shouting in very ex. 
citnble tones of vuice, the writer 
would suggest a visit to the Gold 
Stock Exchange which is situated 
in Kiukang Road, Shanghai. 

On the occasion when the writer 
vinited that extremely busy and 
well frequented quarter he saw 
countless Chinese, many of whom 
were dressed in their long gowns, 
who with out-stretched hands were 
yelling at the top of tholr voices 
and were violently pushing against 
each other as if in a 
serimmage with the result 
that not few of them were 
carried off their feet, while in the 
mad rush or struggle other 
Chinese came to grips with ench 
other in such a very unseemly or 
unceremonious way that some af 
the elferly Chinese officials were 
obliged to intervene and to attempt 
to ‘cool down’ and pacify the ex- 
citable contestants—some of whom 
emerged from the fray with 
evidently badly damaged costumes 
and bruised limbs.

almost beggars description. 
Standing at different polnts In 
the city the writer frequently wit- 
nessed very young Chinese IJads 
and quite elderly and oven old 
Chinese roped together = and 
drawing large carts containing 
very welghty boxes and parcels, 
The perapiration ran so very 
freely from their bare breasts and 
fnees thnt they had continually $0 
use a rag to wipe themaclves, One 
could not fail to admire thelr 
wonderful physien] energy and 
rartinncity which they demonstrat- 
ed in doling such exceedingly 
Jaborious work which was almont 
beyond the Nimit of human physical 
endurance, an 
Herculean Strength. 
_ One of the loads in a veNicle 
drawn by three Chinese youths 
conalsted of over 400 large-sized 
heavy card-board — cases. On 
another ocension the writer, stand- 
ing at the corner of Soochow 
Bridyo which is situated in a vory 
buay and central quarter in Shang- 
hai, noticed that some very elderly 
Chinese coolies were having the 
very greatest dificulty in pulling a 
Vig waren, which was beavily 
Jouded with large planks of timber, 
up the slant of the road over the 
bridge. Their lond seemed to be 
so formidable as to require almost 
super-human Herculean physical 
slrength, and the writer could not 
and did not fail to lend some 
assistance to those human “beasts 
of burden" in enabling them to got 
the vehicle across the bridge men- 
tioned, for which help the coollea 
profusely thanked him. 


The rikisha traffic in Hong 
Kong {8 very much better regulat-

ed and controlled than it is either 
in Shanghai, Tientsin, or Peking, in 
each of which cities—and especial- 
ly in the first-named  city—the 
rikisha coolics seem to be addicted 
to gross imposition in respect of 
they charges for fares, What is 
worse still, coming as they mostly 
do from the rural districts in 
China, they have not the slightest 
idea as to the whereabouts of the 
districts, and atrects In the latter 
cities, the consequence being that 
the person who hires  rikisha is 
often taken in quite a different 
direction to that where he wants to 
go, and not infrequently is 
dragooned, to- pay the extra 
expense of the rikisha  coolle 
returning, from or leavingy one 
district and of proceeding to the 
right place. The way in which one 
rikisha ‘after fnother in Shanghai, 
Tientsin and Peking annoys or ne- 
costs European visitors is acan- 
dalous and avery firm hand is 
much required jn order to stop 
a thundering nufisance. One might

“ Silver Nothing Accounted Of.” 


ITH new low records being reached daily in the value of the 
dollar, combined with unfounded rumours of an official effort 
to stabilise it at one shilling, it is only in the natural order of things 
that business should take a more depressing turn than ever before. 
rom the Government t¢ the lowliest in the Colony, all are being 
seriously hit by the corresponding—and often disproportionate— 
increase in the cost of imported goods. The only people who can 
afford to rise superior to the surrounding gloom are those few with 
vig reserves of money at Home upon which to draw, profiting con- 
siderably by the rate of exchangd in their favour, whilst doubtless 
Jong established institutions may become comparatively. rich by 
means of drafts from their head offices or branches outwith the 
Colony. : oS 
Importers generally have been * compelled” to lead a hand-to- 
mouth existence for months in the hope that eventually the dollar 
would recover and they could resume importing yoods in the same 
quantity as when the dollar was near the two-shillings mark. There 
inay be a trifling consolation in the fact that Christmas stocks have 
been here for some time and the bills of exchange met; but these 
have to be replaced after the festive season by ordinary scasonablo 
goods—and paid for with a dollar much lower than when the pre- 
sent stocks were ordered. : ' 5: 

Silver may be a glut in the market, but the effects of that glut 
must be gaining every day new converts to the movement in favour 
of the stabilisation of the dollar at round about 1/6 or 1/9 as soon 
as the price of silver warrants it. That step was not taken when 
the opportunity presented itself when the dollar. first began to de- 
cline from the two-shilling mark, and many who lament it most 
to-day are those who opposed it when the agitation for it began to 
gain ground. 

They appear to have been happier folk in the days of King 
Solomon when “silver was nothing accounted of," but Biblical his- 
tory is silent on the point of King Solomon's subjects suffering from 
-trade depression. All that we are told a:— ; 

“And all King Solomon's drinking vessels were’gold and all 
the vessels of the houue of the forest of Lobanon were pure 
gold; nothing of silver; it was nothing accgunted of in the daya 
of-Solomon.”” : 

“And the King made silver in Jeruaglem as the stones, and 
the cedars made he as the sycamore trets that aro in the low- 
land, for abundance.” ; a: oa 
The matter of exchange apparently did mot worry the wive King 

Solomon and his subjects! They despised silver “as being: nothing 
accounted of” and were happy in concentrating on gold aven for thelr’ 
drinking vessels! Stabilsation of currency was undreamt of in 
these golden days. Economics were a closed book. But had King 
Solomon's reign beon delayed to-the present yar of grace, and were 
it possible for him to have made his royal house in this Colony, would 
his wisdom have shamed the opponents of atabiljsation of the dollar 
into silence and ranged them on his side? .There-are a hundred other 
questions that arise from the texts from’ the first Book of Kings 
(chapter x, verses 21 and 27) ‘above quoted that might be elucidated 
for ua to-day by'a keon studont of the times of King Solomon and 
of econoniicy, Such ‘an elucidation might be worth while if. it-re- 
sulted in the mantle of King Solomon falling on sonic of our higher

The popular conception of the 
Hritish seaman as a person with 
little Intercat in any but the crudor 
forms of literature is once and for 
all snattered by the Jatest report of 
tha Seafarers’ Education Service. 

The response to what were at 
first merely tentative Inquiries has 
exceeded even tho most sanyulno 
expectations of the founders of the 
venture. In one cargo boat Lytton 
Strachoy’s “Queen Victoria,” Gals- 
worthy’s “The Freelands,” and Sir 
Philip Gibbs’ “The Middle of the 
Road" wero tho mbst popular 
cholees. Tastes varied, bug every+ 
one-—from the surgeon to the thip's 
carpenter—found some — sultablo 
books among th 100 volumes at 
theln disposal, On another cargo 
steamer an able-bodied seaman bore 
rawed hooks by Stevenson, Hare 
rison Ainsworth, Conrad, H. M. 
Toyinson, C, E, Montagne and

Dr. Albert Mansbridge, chair 
man of the Seafarers’ Education 
Service, explained, “how the system 
of supplying merchant — ships. with 
Mbrarles has revealed latent Iterary 
tastes and filled o much-felt want 
In the sailor's life.

Specd Js 
essential in modern times; it may 
be regarded as a necessary evil to 
be kept within the bounds of 
safety, but it also must bo regard- 
ed as essential.” ia 

Vehicle design of all types—car, 
conch, omnibus, van, lorry and 
motor cycle—tends towards pro- 
vision of higher speed  capacitics.

ROAD SURFACES. 


, Tests on Kingston 
By-Pass. 


Commenting on the eleven test 


sections of rond surface laid on 
the Kingston by-pass and the ob- 
servation and teats which aro to 
be made to compare the realstance 
of the different surfaces to sklid- 
ding, The Motor makes a further 
suggestion to the Ministry of 
Transport, Our contemporary 
atates:— 

“In our opinion a short stratch 
of road Iald with any ono of tho 
stone-filled mosale surfaces should 
be put down somewhere adjacent 
or nenr to the test sections for a 
specin! purpose, but not necessari- 
ly for the ordinary through traffic 
to be run upon. Wo suggest that 
upon thls special: section thore 
should be Infd somo of those road- 
dressing materials which are used 
so often by road: authoritics;-and 
which, it is the contention of The 
Motor, conduce to skidding 
primarily becauso of the oily 
nature of the material so used. 

“On such o apecial section equal- 
ly careful observations should be 
made to ascortain the differences 
that will develop, and, in’ particu- 
lar, skidding testa should be carrl- 


Jed out on the treated stretch re- 


lative. to tho’ observations as to 
slipperiness or otherwise on the 
untreated sections. In that way 
the Ministry will really begin to 
grasp the fact that safer ronds 
can bo made more uniform 
throughout the country than they 
are at present.” :

If 
progress {9 not to bo checked, In- 
crensed average speed must coma 
from advanced design, and the fac- 
tor of safoty maintainod by im- 
proved control, The abuse of 
specd—mainly, its use at tho 
wrong time—-can bost bo chacked 
by insistence on tho observance of 
certain fundamental rules, 
rules aro already lafd down. In 
traffic regulations, but the only 
one to which a great desl of in;

ELECTRIC TROLLEY. 


Study of I Post-War 
Development. 


In viow of the extraordinary suc- 
cous Which has followed upon tho 
adoption of the olectric trolloy bus 
in many places during tho lost fow 
yenrs, it ts interesting to recall 
that although experiments were 
mado with trolley vehicles moro 
than 26 yoars ngo fn Franco and, 
Germany, thoy were not a success, 
ond it was British ongineors who 
really solved the problem and mado 
the trolley bus a _ Proposition of 
practical commercial utility. 

The firat buses fo run in public 
services in England woro Inetall- 
ed In Leods In 1911, but instead 
of going Inte the markot and got- 
ting vehicles on orthodox linos, 
they manufactured for themselves 
a welrd contraption .of a very 
crude type, The neighbouring city 
of Bradford started running trol- 
loy buses of 1 more conventional 
type about tha same time, but 
these vehicles were handicapped in 
that the unladen weight was not 
allowed to excced 3 tons, noces- 
altating light construction, ond 
thoy woro of course fitted with 
nolid tyres. . 

Naturally progress with trolley 
buses were entirely susponded dur- 
ing the war, but after tho war, dur- 
ing which tramway systems had 
been very much neglected, British 
engineers set to work again, and 
with greater Intitude on the part 
of tho Ministry of Transport, 
coupled with practically con- 
tinuous developments and {mprove- 
ments In design, not tho least of 
these being tho production of offl- 
clent ginnt pneumatic tyres, tho 
trolley bus has now taken its place 
in the forefront of urban passon- 
ger vehicles. 


Of course, the trolley bus of to-- 


day bears no comparison whatever 
with carly efforts, olther as re- 
yards general design, conatruc- 
tlonal details, or operating effl- 
clency—in fact, the 1980 trolloy 
bus ia a very different vehiclo oven 
from that of 6 or 6 years ago, and, 
its performance virtually has to be 
seen to bo belleved. s 

The ploncera of the modern trol-» 
loy bus are the woll-known firm of 
Rannomes, Sime & Jefferies, Ltd., 
of Ipswich, Enginnd, whose exten- 
sive manufacturing and ° running 
experlonco {6 roflected In the Intest 
production. Messrs. Ransomes 
have supplied trolley buses to 4 
conaldernble number of. undertak- 


Inga both in England and abroad. - 


For. example, at Medellin, Colom- 
bin, they inaugurated a service In 
1929, which has such o success 
thnt further buses have beon 
ordered. A further proof: of the 
popularity of Messrs. Ransome's 
trolley buses ig afforded by an 
order recently recefved from 
Rotherham for 20 4-wheel chassis, 
these having been aclected after 
teats with other makes, while from 
the’ ‘St. Helens Corporation a 
accond repeat order has just been 
placed, ,this time for 6 6-wheel 
double deck vohicles.

tion of don'ts," varylng from 
the rafety flat aspect to the 
welfare of the car and better 
driving methods, are worthy 
of the attention of all motor- 
fats, 

Don't try to get too great a 

mileage out of ‘a gallon of oll. 
It won't pay you. One often 
hears and reads of drivers 
who get anything up to 5,000 
miles out of a gallon of oil, 
and this without changing the 
lubricant In the sump.  .No- 
thing is said, however, about 
the wear which takes place in 
the engine under these condi- 
tions, I the motor is to have 
na reasonnble chance of 
trouble-free life the oll should 
be changed every 1,000 miles, 
and, for city driving, every 
500, 

Don't be tempted to. buy 
cheap, unbranded ofl; it will 
probably turn out rather ex- 
pensive in the end. 

Don't neglect points that 
necd’ tubrication merely be- 
cnuse they are almost In- 
necessible. 

Don't be afraid of gear’ 
changing. If you. havye- not. | 
the knack of getting the lever 
neross silently take n couple | 
of lessons and get it. It will! 
snve you moncy, and will ndd 
materially to your driving 
pleasure. 

Don't forget that you owe 
a mensure of consideration 
and all reasonable courtesy to 
all other road users. Don't 
drive In such a way as to 

. Aplash pedestrinns or other 
rond users with mud if it is 
at all practicable to avotd do 
Ing so. By keeping your 
wheels out of the worst pot 
holes and going stowly - in 
muddy ‘places’ you cnn avold 
a lot of Inconyenfence to other 
people, 3 

Don't reverse without pre 
viously giving yourself! the 
“oll clear.” 

Don't forget that your per- 
sonal comfort {s an important 

. factor to your safety as rond- 
uring: unit. 

Don’t drive-on one ‘brake 
only. Use each alternately 
and gently. 

Don’t- nbuse the use of the 
horn, or: Imagine that its 
warning gives any automatic 
tight of way ot cross roads, 
All the best drivers usp a 
minimum of such sounds, 
emergencies excepted, of 
course. 

Don’t overtake on corners, . 
even if some onc waves you 
on, or until you knew from 
your own observation that the 
road is clenr, 

Don't play with the adjust- 
ments on your car unless you 
know how to do it.

Willys-Knight Six’s 
. New Model. 


{By Edgar N. DuMeld.] 


When Sir Wm. M. Letts, 
K.B.E., resigned the managing 
directorship of Crossley Motors, 
Ltd., people (among even his 
most intimate friends) who know 
how much the namo of Crossley 
had meant to him for 20 years, 
wondered why he had retired. 
Now afters day on a Willys- 
Knight 66-B, I begin to under- 
stand. 1 knew, previously, what 
Sir William thought of Mr. John 
North Willys, and of siceve- 
valved engkies, end of Willys- 
Knight cars; but I had not ap- 

. preciatefl the thoroughness with 
which he—meaning Sir William 
Letts—had grasped tho import- 
ance of the slecve-valve principle, 
ns applied *to the world's largest, 
most numerous producers of 
sleeve-valve motors, because al- 
though he was #0 very curly a 
motogiat, I had always thought of 
him rather as 4 business man 
than as one really keen upon 
technical nicetiey. 

Perhaps it is becnuac he ia an 
astute business man, rather than 
a keen technologist, that he has 
decided to concentrate upon the 
Willys-Knight and Willys-Over- 
land products. 

So much fgr what was a riddle. 
We can now get to the car, which 
is n big, roomy, amply powered 
saloon, of unimpeachnble appear- 
ance, as well as performance, 
selling at a very conservative 
price, yet yery nicely appointed 
in every way, & car whose motor 
needs decarbonisation at intervals 
only of 49,000 to 46,000 miles, o 
mile-u-minute «ar ‘at will, good 
for 76 m.p.h. on the full stretch, 
yet with top-gear flexibility, sus- 
pension, stecring and rond- 
worfhiness which are each and 
all exemplary. 

This car has not_a whole heap 
of specifications. Its  six-cylin- 
dered motor, with a Treasury 
rating of 27.84 h.p,,, develops 82 
bhp. at 3,200 rp.m. The valves 
are of the double-sleeved type, 
the aluminium pistons are Invar 
stecl-strutted, the crankshaft has 
seven*main bearings, the dis- 
tribution gear is silent-chain 
operated, and lulgrication is under 
pump-pressute to crankshaft, 
valve-slceve ° shaft, connect. 
ing-rod —_ bearings and — tim. 
ing*chains, only the sleeve and 
the pistons depending upon spray 
or oil-mist. The, oil-feed is auto- 
matically regulated in accor. , 
dance with engine-speed, there is} 
Q pressure-gauge on the instru- 
ment board, there is an oil- 
rectifier (which purifies and 
cools, ng well as filtering) the 
engine-oil, the Tillotson carburet- 
ter enjoys the co-operation of an 
air-filter as well ag a_ fuel- 
atrainer, and the sunken cylinder- 
heads are of course detachable. 

Cooling is entrusted to n° V- 
sectioned-belt-driven pump and 
fan and a set of radiator shutters 
which are thermostatically ad- 
justed. There is an engine 
thermometer reading on the in- 

‘strument beard — which, by the 
way, like all the internal hard- 
ware, is finished in dull branze, 

A ary, single-plate clutch, with 
its disengagement mechanism 
lubricated from the single-shot 
installation which oila.the whole 
of the chassis and running gear, 
communicates the drive to a 
three-speed gear-box, and thence 
‘to a seml-floating spiral-bevel 
rear axle. *All springs are of 
semi-clliptical pattern, 39 ins, 
forwardly and 6744 ins, rear- 
wardly, in length. All springs 
have shock-absorbers. Bendix 
brakes, controlled by pedal, ex- 
pand In the drums on all four 
wheels. he hand-operated brake 
is on the transmission only, and 
its lever is none too long, but it 
fa a real brake, unlike the hand- 


brakes on so many Canadian and 
American cars. On this matter 
of levers, I think the cranking of 
the change-speed lever might be 
{mproved. Mr. Coxhead, a very 
old Willys-Knight and Overland 
enthualast, who brought the car 
to my home, disagreed with mo; 
but that’a a way’ of his. Tho 
knob of this gear-lever (spending 
most of its time in the top gear, 
or third, position) rests more or 
lesa over the cushion between the 
driver and his immedinte com- 
panion, and so occupies space 
that might be used more advan- 
tugeously; but it would be a very 
simple matter to cold-bend or re- 
set the lever Itscl£ to such an 
extent that this would not be. 
Except for the--as it struck me 
shortness of the brake lever 
and this excessive cranking of 
the chnange-speed lever, I am will- 
ing to go on record as opining 
that there is not a single tiny 
little thing to criticise on the 
Willys-Knight Model 66-B. 

It has Ross cum-and-lever 
steering, with’ an adjustable 
pillar-rake, an 18-Inch wheel, and 
a gear of steering admirably 
suiting the 31 by Gins, cord tyres. 
{t has un . Auto-Lite. two-unit 
electrical installation, wired 
single-pole, with automatic varia- 
tion of the  battery-and-coil 
ignition, although the fring point 
fs also manually variable, on the 
instrument board, The atarting, 
lighting, horn, lamp-dipping and 
ignition controls are all centred 
above the steering wheel, the 
standard wheela are wire-spoked, 
six in number, and tyred, the 
fuel-tank holds 18 gallons and 
feeds the Tillotson carburetter 
through an Autovac, the heat- 
supply to the induction-manifold 
is manually controlled and all 
controls are lockable, as are all 
doors, and regular equipment in- 
cludes an automatic screen-wiper, 
two driving mirrors, tail, “Stop” 
and backing Inmps, a speedo- 
meter, a North-East electrical 
horn, a single control for the 
opening or otherwise of the wind- 
screen, a luggage-grid, and Bo on, 
and so forth. 

Coachwork and Performance, 

This is the sort of motor car 
which makes mo glad that I have 
consistently disclaimed knowledge 
of bodywork. ° Its saloon 
body is’ very, very _ nicely 
designed, built— so far as 
silence of running suggests 
—and finished. Nothing jazzy, 
nothing “Amurrican.” All in- 
ternal metal-work is in dull 
bronze.” There is nothing to 
polish. The upholstery expresses 
the very Inst letter in restraint, 
the enbinet-work is similarly 
shaste, the forward sents are in- 
dependently adjustable to a nice- 
ty, all six windows can be raised 
or lowered, there is liberal door- 
width, and leg room, and elbow- 
room, and the body as a whole is 
much roomier fore-and-aft than 
ure those upon most chassis with 
but ten fect of wheelbase: 

A pleaganter six to drive, no- 
body wants; and not many people 
are likely to get one. I asked 
Coxhead to stunt.

With all considerations for all 
my mushroom-valved friends, 
the sleove-valved motor seems to 
have performance-refinement. all 
its own, to be particularly and ex. 
pressly “nbove” little details of 
ignition-timing, Iocan see no 
reason why this should be except 


that~-the . plston—-meéving with- 
in two cylinder-walls; so, to apoak 
(or three, In all, to be’ precise) 
—the dissipation of internal heat 
{a much better than it ia in the 
case of o piston moving within 
n aingle chamber, which has to 
do all the heat-distribution. How 
far, how much, thia can explain 
the demonstrable freedom from 
any symptoms or suggestions of 
pre-ignition which may be notle- 
ed in connection with all sleeve- 
valved motors, this is neither tho 
time nor the place to discuss; but 
thia Willys-Knight 66-B emerged 
successfully from crank-shaft- 
speed variation-tests to which I 
should hesitate to submit any 
mushroom-valved motor without 
n chink or a tap. On n 1-in-14, 
or perhaps 1-in-12 upgrade, this 
engine would pull pleasantly .yet 
purposefully at anything from 
about 800 to 3,000 rpm., with- 
out anywhere in the range mak- 
ing me ‘wish that I were driving, 
so that I could help it a little by 
dragging back the firing point— 
and taking second, if not first, 
speed to get really going again. 
Engine, clutch, gear-box, final 
transmission, steering, braking, 
behaviour as a whole, driving 
comfort, visibility acccleration, 
retardation (through the four- 
wheel breaking)—I could not find 
a single fault. And when I told 
Coxhend this, he said: “Why 
should you? If Sir William docs 
not know, if Mr. Willys does not 
know, what a motor-car is, now, 
to-dny, ‘it's high time they 
should!’"” That was true, and I 
never arguc against the eternal 
veritics, So I changed places 
with my mentor, discovered that 
I could do all the immoral things 
—immoral in the cases of moat 
other cars—which he had done, 
and decided that anybody who 
secks a better six than a Willys- 
Knight 66-B saloon, at anything 
fike the price of a Willys-Knight 
66-B saloon, must sct out on his 
journey with a much better lan- 
tern than had the Jamented 
Diogenes, when he ventured 
forth to find an honest’ man. 
_Coxhead tells me that the 
single-shot lubrication really 
works, that the. oil does get 
around to its appointed trysting 
places, and that he can stand on 
his four-wheel brakes in a 
fashion which he hesitated to de- 
monstrate in the presence, before 
the eyes, of an old-timer like my- 
self, without shifting an inch off 
his course.

to be much to choose between tho 
two finishes, Certainly, so far as 
fabric is concernod, there {8 amplo 
latitude for the devising of effoc- 
tive colour schemes, ond timo 
has proved that modorn fabrics aro 
perfectly capable of withstanding 
tho usc to which they aro put as 
external covorinys for cara. 

Whaother fabrics are quite so hard 
wearing as the almost unscratch- 
able celluloso treatment is ques- 
tionable, but, they arc far more 
durable, and even “fool-proof,” 
than the older paint and varnish, 

Light-tinted fabrics naturally 
catch, and show, mud and oll stains 
rather badly, but my own experl- 
ence Is that they can bo safely 
scrubbed hard and frequently with, 
say, a large nailbrush and soft 
soap; and if they aro not allowed 
to become too dirty bofore this 
drastic -treatment, the fabrica ros- 
pond very readily.’ Many oa car of 
this type of which the owner Is 
half ashamed is morely in nood of 
scrubbing, 

Wonder Workers, 

Probably the normal treatment 
of the car is to cloan it with ono 
of the special compounds which do | swrmnnwewnn neh, 
not require water, ond which are 
supposed to remove dirt and polah 
in a single application. Such com- 
pounds really do,achieve wonders 
in the way of Jnbourless car-clean- 
Ing, but there is a limit to thoir 
use, when the car, for {ts own sake, 
should bo given a thorough wash— 
and, if necessary, 1 scrub—bofore 
the polish is applied. 

The fault tes with the owner 
rather than with the pollsh, for 
when one has found It fa possible 
to clean a car quite offoctively with- 
out a hose, there is a tempta- 
tion when tho car {a oxtra dirty to 
orideavour to get over the difficulty 
by greater generosity with the 
polish. This is fatal, for the reault 
Is to Ieave the bodywork covered 
with a slightly sticky film, which 
collects every bit of dust and- fluff 
in the neighbourhood, and dries 
evontually Into a hard, patchy skin 
which is very difficult to remove. 

Ido not doprecate the use of 
these speclal polishes, for they are 
really useful in certain eircums- 
tances, ond tend rather to pro- 
sorve than to damnge the fabric. 
But I do say that whenever It ia 
possible to clenn the car properly, 
there is still nothing to beat cold 
water; and, if necessary, soap. 

Ventilation. : 

All this may appear to havo 
nothing to do with the subject of 
body fashions, but 1 am rather won- 
derjng whether Inck of know- 
ledge of the propor mothod of 
cleaning fabric on the part of tho 
majority of motorists is the real 
reason for the decline of popularity 
of this typo of body-work—for 
there is no doubt thot such a de- 
cline ig setting in. At present, it 
Is malnly notjccable outside Bri- 
tain, but In such tendencies aa this 
wo almost invariably follow tho 
majority, even though we may tako 
a yoar or so to think about it firatl 

Tam very glad to sce that, In the 

lateat cars, much greater attontion 
is being Kiven to the question of the 
ventilation of saloon bodies than 
has ever beon dono before, 
" One of the finest ideas in this 
connection that has yet beon {n- 
troduced Is the little glass panel—~ 
or louvro, I suppose onc would call 
{t—-which, attachad to the exterior 
of the door at the top of the window, 
permits fresh alr to ontor while 
excluding rain, It la just ono of 
those almplo little tdeas which is 
100 per .cont, « effectivi no of 
thoae things of which one anya: “It 
is o wonder no ona thought of it 
before !”"—-Singaporo.

This ovidonce of the romantic 
development of the motor industry 
was given by Mr. G. C. Scers, 
Mannoging Director of General 
Motors (India), Limited in an ad- 
dress broadcast from Bombay ro- 
cently.

Sub-Committee Presents 
Interim Report. 


London, Yesterday. 

The creation of a new State 
deriving powers partly from the 
powers which the Indian States 
will concede to the British Crown, 
to be placed at the disposal of the 
new Federation, and partly from 
the transfer of powers of the pre- 
sent Government of India, is con- 
templated by the sub-Committec 
of the round table conference 
which has presented its interim 
report on the federal scheme. 

The report anticipates that the 
Federation will be carried out, by 
the provinces of British India on 
the one hand, and such Indian 
States as choose to enter on the 
other, provision being made for 
others to come in as they desire. 


The report also advocates the 
bicameral Federal - Legislature, 
containing representatives of both 
British India and the Indian 
States in proportions to be fixed.

life of man ia concerned. 

The famous French surgeon re- 

vealed in ‘an Interview — that 
from now on he intends to devote 
most of his Hfe to research work. 
He will leave the delicate opcrationa 
to the hundreds of surgeons he has 
trained to perform the actual work 
on patients. 
+ Dr. Voronoff also revealed that 
for over seven years in his Jabora- 
tory hero he has conducted secret 
exporiments on diseases which af- 
flict the human race. The result 
of the experlmonts, he hopes, in 
time may revolutionise medical 
science as his discovery that 
monkey glands could be used to 
rojuvenate men startled the world 
10 years ago, 

“The desire not to arouse false 
hopes in the minds of sufferers 
from discnses hitherto reputed to 
be incurable prompts me to refrain 
from mentioning by name most of 
the {Inesses for which wo have 
been secking romedics hero for 
the past few years,” Dr, Voronoft 
sald.

Canton, Yesterday. 
Colonel Chang Tse-xeun, seting 
chiof of the Wuchow Provisional 
Aviation H.Q.,‘who had recently 
intimated, in the course of a Sa 
terview, that 20 National ’planes 
were held at Wuchow, ready to
